DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of tlie appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 83,85,86,91 ,93-95,100 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Wilson 5,082,232. 

Wilson teaches a portable electronic device having a slot in a wall thickness 14, a 
locking apparatus comprising an attachment mechanism 16,26 including a slot 
engaging member 20 insertable into the slot by rotation and a cable attachment 
member 12 coupled to the attachment mechanism (22,30), wherein the cable is capable 
of coupling the portable electronic device to an object (see col. 1, line 55). Wilson 
further teaches the slot engaging member 20 having a cross member at the end of. the 
shaft (the head of the screw) and wherein the shaft is longer than the thickness of the 
wall. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 56,59,61 -67,69-82 are allowed. 
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4. Claims 84,87-90,92,96-99 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art reference to Wilson does not teach a separate pin member 
engageable in the slot along with the slot engaging member. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 83,85,86,91 ,93-95,100 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Upon further review of Applicant's claims and the prior art of record, it was 
determined that the previously cited Wilson reference teaches the invention as set forth 
in the aforementioned claims. Accordingly, these claims stand non-finally rejected as set 
forth above. 

It is further noted that Applicant's submission of the Terminal Disclaimers 
originally filed on 12/9/02 was unnecessary as these Terminal Disclaimers were signed 
and approved on 3/7/03 (a copy is attached to this action). Also, copies of all of the 
IDSs submitted throughout the prosecution of this application are included with this 
action.
